two surviving enlisted men on tBe 
airship Akron when she crashed 
into the sea, today told the house 
naval affairs sub-committee on 
aeronautics the great superstruc- 
ture began breaking up in the air.

The enlisted men were near the 


middle of the Tjlock-long airship 
when she began her plunge into 
the sea. Lt. Com. Wiley was for- 
ward in the control room, they 
said. The difference in location ap- 
parently explained the inability of 
the officers to give direct testi- 
mony as to what happened to 
other parts of the great ship.

We 
wonder why it is that some 
people -prefer to live the life of a' 
slave in the mad struggle for the 
accumulation of money (I prefer 
not to call it wealth) while others 
are content to live on chanty. I 
wonder why it is that some people 
are so selfish that they would rob 
their parents or steal from their 
best friends, while others are so 
unselfish an<j benevolent that they 
will go huigry themselves in 
order that they may share the 
last loaf with a neighbor. I 
cduldig-o on and on for more than 
the, time allotted to me pointing 
out the strong variations in the 
behavior of men. But I have said 
.enough to cause you to recall 
and wonder what you have seen 
with me, why it is tliat we do 
behave so differently.

environment. 
I have no desire 


whatever at this time to discusr 
the question which is the more 
powerful of these two forces. But 
in order that you may not be led 
to conclude from my discussion 
that is to follow that I believe 
that environment is everything, I 
want to say that I have always 
oeert an ardent believer of inheri- 
tance, regardless of having spent 
my life in trying- to improve the 
lives of others by education which 
of course, is one phase of environ- 
men..

cuss another factor in our en 
vironment, one tha* I think ha? 
ha<l a great and interesting infiu 
en<-e m the making of our his- 
tory. 
That is, geographical ir- 


fluences. In what way has and 
does geography modify our be- 
havior 1 


"We read that man is a pro- 


duct of the earth's surface. Thi? 
means not merely that he is a 
child of the earth, dust of her 
dust: but that the earth has 
mothered him, fed him, set him 
tasks, directed his thoughts, con- 
fronted him with difficulties that 
have strengthened his body and 
sharpened his wits, given him his1 
problems of engineering, navaga- j 
lion, or irrigation, and at 
the 


same time whispered hints 
for 


their solution 
She has entered 


into his bone and tissue, into his 
mmd and soul.

over the cud of his
